Franklin Used Glasses; 

“Near,” “Far,” His Idea 
It was Benjamin Franklin in the 
1780s who gave the first stimulus 
to spectacle-making in this coun- 
try, notes a writer in the New York 
Sun. After all, it was he who, 
through his printing press and his 
Poor Richardisms, began the 
greatest to date, strain upon inno- 
cent eyes, and so perhaps it was 
only right that he should provide 
the panacea. It seems that he 
himself had been carrying around 
two pairs of specs, one for ‘'see- 
ing near’ and one for ‘seeing 
clear’. It was a bother to change 
for near and far sight, and so he 
conceived the idea of cutting his 
lenses in half and putting the up- 
pers of one pair and the lowers of 
the other pair into the same frame, 
when, lo, the bifocal had arrived. 
Although a long step toward ease 
and convenience, these first bifo- 
cals had a hard, straight line which 
came directly in front of the pupil. 

Even though we were at the 
mercy of foreign manufacturers 
our little shops did their best tu 
supply our eye needs. Hannah 
Briental, in 1758, kept shop in Phil- 
adelphia ‘in Second street near 
Black-Horse Alley’. She carried 
“Variety of the finest crystal spec- 
tacles set in Temple Stcel. Leath- 
er and other Frames. Likewise 
true Venetian Green Spectacles for 
weak and Watery Eyes, of Various 
Sorts. Also Concave spevtacler for 
short-sighted Persons, Magnifying 
and Reading Glasses, Telescopes, 
Perspectives, with Multiplying

Quadrants, ete. Also ox-eye

One of the most 
valuable of these is muriate of pot- 
ash, of which more than 2,000,000,- 
000 tons are thought to be present. 


Aurora Borealis 
The Aurora, Borealis in the north- 
Australis in the southern hemi- 
sphere are--due-to similar- causes. 
The usual theory is that the dis- 
plays are caused by the encounter 
of electrons from the sun with 
gases such as krypton and nitro- 
gen, in the upper rarefied atmo- 
sphere, Besides this electrical in- 
fluence, there is believed also to 
be some ‘connection with the 
earth's magnetism and with the 
frequency of sun spots. Proof of
